KNOW ALL MEN BY THESE PRESENTS: 


That the undersigned, directors of the association known and 
named “ASTORIA GOLF AND COUNTRY CLUB’, of Astoria, 
Clatsop County, State of Oregon, pursuant to due authorization 
from the members of said association heretofore duly granted, here- 
by associate ourselves together for the purpose of forming a cor- 
poration under and pursuant to the provisions of Chapter 9, Title 
XX XIX, Oregon Laws, and for such purpose do hereby adopt the 
following ARTICLES OF INCORPORATION, that is to say: 


ARDICUESL 


The NAME assumed by this corporation and by which it shall be 
known is ASTORIA GOLF AND COUNTRY CLUB. 


ARTICLE II 


The OBJECTS and PURPOSES of this corporation are and shall 
be the development of the physical and mental capacities, and the 
promotion of the physical and social welfare of all the members 
of the Astoria Golf and Country Club. 


ART IGIEES IT 


The estimated value of property and money possessed by this 
corporation at the time of the execution of these Articles of Incor- 
poration 1s $6000.00. 

That the source of revenue and income of this association shall 
be derived from gifts, contributions, membership fees and dues to 
be fixed and determined from time to time by the Board of Di- 
rectors. 


ARTICLE IV 


The title of the persons executing these Articles of Incorporation 
is “Director”, and the powers vested in this corporation shall be 
exercised by the following directors: C. W. Halderman, G. W. 
Utzinger, Morton Nelson, Rodger D. Pinneo, E. M. Cherry, R. R. 
Bartlett, Geo. W. Sanborn, Joseph Roman, and G. C. Fulton, and 
together shall constitute the Board of Directors of this corporation. 
The Postoffice address of each is Astoria, Oregon. 


Such directors shall hold office until the first annual meeting of 
the members of this corporation next following the execution of 
these articles, and shall hold office until their successors shall be 
elected and qualified. The successors to the directors shall be elected 
at each annual meeting of the association. 


Vacancies in office of director shall be filled for the unexpired 
term by the remaining directors. 


ARGUES: 


The location of said association shall be at the CITY OF 
ASTORIA, IN CLATSOP COUNTY, STATE OF OREGON.

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BY - LAWS 
ASTORIA GOLF AND COUNTRY CLUB 
OF 


ASTORIA, OREGON 


ARTICLES 
GOVERNMENT AND OFFICERS 


SECTION I — Board of Directors 


The entire management of this club and its funds and property 
shall be vested in a board of directors, consisting of nine men who 
shall be regular members in good standing. 


SECTION II — Term of Directors 

Three members of the board of directors shall be elected each 
year, as hereinafter provided. Each shall serve three years and until 
his successor is elected and is qualified. In the event of a vacancy 
in the board of directors caused by death, resignation, or other 
reason a director to fill the unexpired term shall be appointed by 
the board of directors. 


SECTION III — Officers 

The board of directors shall meet as soon as possible following 
the annual meeting not to exceed five calendar days and elect by 
majority vote from its members a president, vice-president, secre- 
tary, and a treasurer each of whom shall hold office for one year, 
and until their successors are elected and qualified. 


SECTION IV — Meetings and Quorum 

The board of directors shall meet at least once a month. Special 
meetings may be called upon demand of any three members of the 
board of directors or by order of the President. Four members shall 
constitute a quorum, at any meetting except to change the By-Laws, 
or elect, or to expel a member, when six members shall constitute 
a quorum. 


SECTION V — Powers of Board of Directors 

Subject at all times to these by-laws, the board of directors shall 
have the power to make, amend and enforce rules regulating the 
use of properties and facilities of the club, to elect members and 
from time to time to fix the initiation fees and monthly dues to be 
paid by each class thereof, to appoint such committees as it may 
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deem advisable and to prescribe their duties; to make and enter 
into such contracts as in its judgment and discretion may be deemed 
for the best interest of the club; to select, employ and remove at 
pleasure, either with or without cause, a manager of the club as well 
as agents and employees of the club and to fix their respective 
duties and compensation; to designate depositories for the funds of 
the club, and the person or persons by whom checks drawn on such 
depositories shall be signed; to make, alter, amend and enforce rules 
for its own government and in general, to do and perform every act 
and whatsoever which it shall deem necessary, expedient or advis- 
able to carry out the purposes of the club in accordance with its 
articles of incorporation and these by-laws. The funds of the club 
shall be paid out only on authority of the board of directors. 


SECTION VI — Amendments to By-Laws 


These By-Laws may be amended at any regular meeting of the 
board of directors, or at any special meeting called for that purpose, 
by the affirmative vote of six of the directors. 


No such amendments shall be effective until ratified by a majority 
vote of the members at the annual meeting of the Club or at any 
special meeting called for the purpose of considering the amend- 
ments; and 10 days’ notice shall be given all regular members, as 
hereinafter defined, by mail of any meeting of the Club at which 
the question of ratifying amendments to the By-Laws is to be con- 
sidered. 

No change in the By-Laws which shall increase the number of 
regular memberships or which shal! diminish the proportionate 
interest of the regular members in the Club shall be effective unless 
ratified by a two-thirds vote of the members eligible to vote present 
and voting at the meeting of the Club at which the amendments are 
considered. 


SECTION VII — Powers of Officers 


It shall be the duty of the president to preside at all meetings of 
the board of directors; to call all meetings of the club, and of the 
board of directors provided for in the by-laws; to appoint all stand- 
ing committees provided for by the by-laws; to sign together with 
the secretary, on behalf of the club, all contracts, bonds and other 
written instruments approved by the board of directors; to exercise 
a general supervision over its officers and at the annual meeting, 
make a report of the accounts and general concerns of the club dur- 
ing the previous year, with such estimates and recommendations for 
the ensuing year as he shall deem proper. 
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Vice-President 


In the absence of the president, his duties shall devolve upon the 
vice-president. 


Secretary 


The secretary shall keep an accurate record of the proceedings of 
the club and of the directors; shall have the custody of the books, 
papers, documents, articles of incorporation, seal and accounts, of 
the club; shall attend to the official correspondence of the club and 
of the board of directors; shall sign together with the president on 
behalf of the club all deeds, contracts, bonds and other written in- 
struments approved by the board of directors. 

For the purpose of aiding the secretary in the performance of his 
duties, the board of directors may employ an assistant-secretary, at 
such salary as they deem proper and he shall hold office during their 
pleasure. Such assistant-secretary shall be required to furnish a bond 
for the faithful discharge of his duties whenever required to do so 
by the board of directors. 

All checks of the club shall be signed by any two of the following 
four officers — President, Vice-President, Secretary, or Treasurer. 


Treasurer 

The treasurer shall be responsible for the maintenance of the 
financial records of the club. He shall make a detailed report to the 
membership at each annual meeting, accompanied by an audit made 
by a certified public accountant, when so requested by the board of 
directors. 

The treasurer shall not be held responsible for the acts of others 
in dealing with the funds of the club, nor be responsible for the 
safety of the bank or banks designated by the board of directors. 


ARTICLE IJ — MEMBERSHIPS 
SECTION I 
Classification of Members. There shall be Nine classes of mem- 
bership: 


Regular Non-resident 

Time Payment Honorary 

Social Associate Women 

Junior Military 
Temporary 


SECTION II — Regular Members 


Regular membership shall be limited to men of legal age, and 
who are certificate holders paying Clatsop County resident dues. 
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Without paying any initiation fees or dues, a regular member's wife 
and any of his or her unmarried children under twenty-five years of 
age and living with him in his home shall enjoy all club privileges 
subject to the established rules. 


SECTION III — Time Payment Members 

Time payment plan members shall be limited to men of legal age, 
who are purchasing a certificate at such rate as determined by the 
board of directors, and who are paying Clatsop County resident 
dues. No equity in this certificate shall accrue until fully paid. 


SECTION IV — Social Members 

Social members except certificate holders, shall be limited to adult 
men or women. They shall be entitled to all the privileges of the 
club available to regular members, except the right to vote, to hold 
office and to play golf (except as a guest and upon payment of green 
fees.) Without payment of any initiation fees or dues, the spouse 
of a social member and any of his or her children who are unmar- 
ried, and under twenty-five years of age and living at home with 
the social member shall enjoy all club privileges herein granted to 
social members, subject at all times to the established rules. Any 
male social member may apply for transfer to regular membership; 
upon election to regular membership he shall be entitled to apply 
the sum paid by him as an initiation fee into social membership as 
a credit against the initiation fee then being required of a regular 
membership. 


SECTION V — Junior Members 


Junior members shall be limited to persons who have reached 
their twenty-first birthday but have not yet reached their thirty-first 
birthday. Any qualified person may apply for Junior membership 
and if accepted shall initiate the time payment plan or purchase a 
certificate. Such rate to be established by the board of directors. 


SECTION VI — Non-resident Members 


Non-resident members shall be limited to men and women of 
legal age residing outside of Clatsop County, Oregon. The number 
of non-resident members shall be left to the discretion of the board 
of directors. 


SECTION VII — Honorary Members 


Honorary members shall consist of men and women, who, be- 
cause of distinguished service to the club, or of standing of honored 
achievement in the community, shall be entitled (in the judgment 
of the board of directors), to this distinction. Theic number shall 
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not exceed five. Honorary membership so granted may be recalled 
by the board of directors. 


SECTION VIII — Associate Women Members 


Women members shall include women twenty-one years of age or 
over, who shall acquire associate membership in this association, 
their number to be fixed and determined by the board of directors 
from time to time. The widow of any deceased member may have 
transferred to her, her husband's certificate of membership. Upon 
application and approval by the board of directors, and upon pay- 
ment of all indebtedness of the original holder, she shall become 
an associate woman member. 


SECTION IX — Military Members 


Military members shall consist of members of any branch of the 
armed services, who are on active duty, and their respective wives. 
The retirement of any such member from active service shall dis- 
qualify him as such member. Military memberships may be granted 
on temporary basis during wartime to members of any branch of the 
military service of any of the allies of this country. The number of 
such members shall be left to the discretion of the board of directors. 


SECTION X — Temporary Members 


Temporary members shall consist of men and women who are 
ovet twenty-one years of age. Temporary certificates or cards of 
membership shall be issued to such members upon such terms and 
in such form as the board of directors shall determine. Temporary 
members may not hold office or vote. 


SUCTION XI — Leave of Absence 

A leave of absence may be extended, in the discretion of the board 
of directors, to any member of any class who by reason of business, 
services, illness, travel or other reason satisfactory to the board of 
directors shall be, or expects to be absent from the club for a period 
of six consecutive months or more. Members to whom this privilege 
is extended shall pay one-fourth the regular dues to the nearest dol- 
lar to the club during such absence, provided that such reduction 
shall not take effect until the month following receipt by the club 
of written notice of such absence or contemplated absence, and fur- 
ther provided that during the period of such reduction none of the 
facilities of the club shall be used by the member or his family to 
whom such leave is granted. 


SECTION XII — Rights of Members 


Only regular members and honorary members shall have the right 
to hold office. Members of all classes, except social members, may 
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play golf without payment of greens fees. All members shall enjoy 
all of the privileges and facilities of the club, subject to the rules 
and regulations now in effect. Time payment plan members shall 
have the right to nominate, vote, and elect directors. 


LONGEVITY CLUB 
SECTION XIII 
Any member who has held a regular membership in the Club and 
has paid the regular dues, applicable there-to for the following 
periods, shall upon his written application to the Board of Directors 
be classed as longevity. 


30 years no dues after 75 years of age. 
30 years 4 dues after 70 years of age. 
30 years 14 dues after 65 years of age. 
25 years 14 dues after 75 years of age. 
25 years 14 dues after 70 years of age. 
20 years 1 dues after 75 years of age. 


Time to be dated from start of regular membership dues. 


ARSIGE ESTE 
MEMBERSHIP CERTIFICATES 
SECTION I — Regular Membership 


Regular membership shall be acquired hereafter in the following 
manner: 

(a) Subscribers to membership certificates, who shall pay the 
membership fee hereinafter mentioned, and no certificate shall be 
issued until payment in full shall have been made. 

(b) Until the limit of three hundred fifty (350) is reached, 
subscriptions for membership certificates shall be received from ap- 
plicants in the manner and accordingly as hereinafter provided. 

(c) After the limit above prescribed shall have been reached, 
membership certificates shall be surrendered to the Club, and there- 
after regular membership shall be secured only by the acquisition 
(after election to membership under these By-Laws) of an out- 
standing membership certificate. If at the time there is a waiting 
list of such applicants, the certificate shall be offered to the appli- 
cants in the order which their names appear on the waiting list. 

(d) Ownership of the Club. The ownership of the club shall 
be vested in the holders of its propietary certificates. Each member 
shall be entitled to own and hold one such certificate while he re- 
mains a member of the Astoria Golf and Country Club. Not more 
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than three hundred fifty proprietary certificates shall be outstanding 
at any time. 

Restrictions on Ownership of Certificates. No person who is not 
a member of the Club may own a proprietary certificate. No more 
than one certificate shall be issued to or owned or acquired by any 
one member. Every proprietary certificate held by an unqualified 
person is void, absolutely. 


SECTION II — Certificate of Membership 


The certificate of membership herein referred to shall be in sub- 
stantially the following form, to wit:

is a regular member of the ASTORIA GOLF AND COUNTRY 
CLUB, a corporation of the State of Oregon, and entitled to all the 
rights and privileges as such conferred by, and subject to, the By- 
Laws of said Club. An irrevocable assent to said By-Laws and any 
amendment thereof is hereby given by the holder hereof by accept- 
ance of this certificate. 

This certificate can be transferred only in the manner prescribed 
by said By-Laws, and its transfer is not final until shown upon the 
books of the Club, and attested by the signature of the Secretary and 
seal of said Club, and can be so made only after endorsement on the 
latter's duly appointed and qualified personal representative or suc- 
cessor. 

This certificate cannot be mortgaged, hypothecated or in any way 
encumbered by the owner or holder hereof.

SECTION III — Resignation, Sale and Transfer 

(a) No resignation of a regular member of the Club will be 
permitted or accepted without written notice to the board of direc- 
tors. Any member who desires to discontinue his membership in the 
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Club shall present his resignation in writing to the Board, and upon 
acceptance thereof by the Board, the obligation to pay dues under 
these By-Laws shall terminate. In the case of the death or incapacity 
of member obligation to pay dues shall end at the time of death or 
judicial determination of incapacity. At the time of acceptance of 
resignation, or upon notification of death or incapacity, as the case 
may be, the Board shall fix the price at which membership shall be 
sold. 

(b) Executor’s Failure to Surrender Certificate—Effect of. 
Should the executor or administrator of a deceased regular member 
fail for any reason to surrender the proprietary certificate of such 
deceased member or acceptable proof of the loss thereof within two 
years after the date of death, the effect of such failure shall be that 
the decedent’s certificate and all of the right, title and interest of his 
estate, his executors, administrators, heirs and beneficiaries in and to 
the same and in and to the payment provided for in section three of 
this article shall be forfeited to the Club, absolutely. 


(c) No sale or transfer of a regular membership can be made 
or recognized until after three hundred fifty (350) ) fully paid up 
regular membership certificates have been issued by the Club, and 
thea only and upon the approval of the Board of Directors, and at 
a price to be fixed by the Board of Directors, which, in any event 
shall not be less than Two Hundred Seventy-five ($275.00) Dollars. 


(d) Provided that a proprietary certificate holder may transfer 
his certificate to a duly qualified applicant within 60 days by written 
notice to the board of directors, subject to the regular 25% transfer 
fee. The certificate shall be immediately surrendered to the board 
of directors. Such surrender shall constitute a complete assignment 
to the Club of all of said member's right, title and interest in and to 
the certificate so surrendered and shall vest absolute power and 
authority in the board of directors to sell and transfer such certificate. 
All acts of the board of directors pursuant to this section and its 
determination of the purchaser's eligibility for membership shall be 
final, binding and conclusive as to all persons. 


(e) Upon a transfer of such certificates, and upon registery of 
the change of ownership with the Secretary of the Club, and upon 
payment of the transfer fee herein provided for, the purchaser shall 
become a regular member of the Club. 


(f) No change of ownership shall be registered by the Secre- 
tary while there remains unpaid any indebtedness due from the 
holder, nor until there shall be paid by the seller to the Club a 
transfer fee in an amount to be fixed from time to time by the 
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Board; but such transfer fee in no event shall be greater than 25% 
of the membership fee then fixed. 


SECTION IV 


The foregoing provisions of Section III of this Article shall not 
apply to the transfer of a membership certificate to a son or son-in- 
law of the holder of the certificate. Such transfer may be made at 
any time upon request of the holder or upon the probate of the will 
of a member, as the case may be, and without payment of a transfer 
fee, provided that all indebtedness from the holder to the Club is 
paid and provided that the transferree is eligible for and is elected 
to membership by the Board under these By-Laws. 


JARIUCIEIE, INNS 
ELECTION OF MEMBERSHIP 


SECTION I — Application 

All applications for membership shail be signed by the applicant, 
by the member proposing him, and by at least one other member 
seconding such application. Both the member proposing the appli- 
cation and the one seconding it must be personally acquainted with 
the applicant. The application shall state the applicant's name, pro- 
fession or occupation, and residence. It shall be presented to the 
Board of Directors through the Secretary, who shall also post the 
name of the applicant, together with his proposer and seconder, and 
the date of the presentation of the application, in the Club House 
in a conspicuous place to be designated by the Board of Directors 
for that purpose. No action on the application shall be taken by the 
Board until at least fifteen days after the applicant’s name has been 
posted. The application shall remain so posted until final action 
thereon has been taken by the Board. 


SiCTION II — Ballot 

At least six directors shall be present and vote at any meeting of 
the directors at which a candidate for membership is to be balloted 
for and two negative votes shall exclude. No candidate rejected 
shall be proposed again until the expiration of six months after date 
of rejection. 

AR LIEGE, 
FEES, DUES, AND ASSESSMENTS 


SECTION I — Fees, Dues and Assessments 


The amount of entrance fees to be charged the several classes of 
members, as herein designated, shall be fixed by the Board of Direc- 
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tors; provided, that the entrance fees for all members, male or fe- 
male, entitled to a fully paid up membership certificate, shall not be 
less than Two Hundred Seventy-five ($275.00) Dollars. The 
amount, nature, and kind of monthly dues to be charged the various 
classes of the Club to be fixed and determined by the Board of Di- 
rectors, such dues to be known as “operating dues,’’ and ‘‘capital 
dues” and such other classification of dues as the Board of Directors 
shall determine. 


SECTION II 
The Board of Directors shall have the power to levy assessments 
upon the members of the Club for the purpose of meeting deficits, 
retirement of debts, and for making repairs or improvements to Club 
facilities. 
ARTICLE VI 
PAYMENT OF INDEBTEDNESS 


SECTION I — Statement 


The Secretary within the first five (5) days of each month shall 
cause to be mailed to each of the members a statement giving the 
amount of the member’s indebtedness to the Club. Indebtedness for 
dues shall be stated separately from service items and other charges. 


SECTION II — Notice of Default 


The Secretary shall not later than the fifteenth of the following 
month, cause to be sent notice to any member who shall not have 
paid his dues or other indebtedness, calling his attention to the de- 
fault and notifying him that his name will be posted on the bulletin 
board, when accounts are sixty days past due, unless the indebted- 
ness is paid before that time. 


SECTION III — Posting of Names of Members in Default 


The name of any member who shall fail to pay his indebtedness 
to the Club after ninety days, in which the indebtedness has been 
incurred, shall be posted on the bulletin board with the amount of 
such indebtedness and at the time of such posting, the Secretary 
shall cause to be mailed a notice to the member that his name has 
been posted and requesting immediate payment of the indebtedness 
and informing him that he may not use the facilities of the club. 


SECTION IV — Suspension of Credit 


If any member shall at any time become indebted to the Club in 
the sum of $10.00 or over, the Board, in its discretion, may suspend 
further credit to such member until the indebtedness has been paid. 
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Immediate notice of any such credit suspension shall be given to 
the member. 


ARTICLE VII 
SUSPENSION AND EXPULSION OF MEMBERS 


SECTION I — Suspension 


Any member who shall fail to pay any indebtedness due the Club 
within sixty days after posting and the mailing of notice prescribed 


by Section 3 of the next preceding Article of these By-Laws, shall 
thereupon cease to be a member of the Club. 


SECTION II — Expulsion 


The Board of Directors shall have power by the affirmative vote 
ot at least six directors to expel a member and to forfeit the mem- 
bership of any member for any conduct on his or her part which in 
thei opinion is likely to injure the welfare or character of the Club, 
or for any conduct in violation of the By-Laws, or established rules 
of the Club, and the Board of Directors shall be the sole judge of 
what conduct is likely to injure the welfare or character of the Club 
and what constitutes a violation of the By-Laws or established rules 
of the Club. 

No member shall be thus expelled without opportunity to be 
heard. The question of expelling a member may be considered at 
any regular, or special meeting of the Board and five days’ notice 
to the offending member of the time and place of the meeting shall 
be given by mail. 

Any member expelled by action of the Board may appeal its de- 
cision at the next annual meetting of the Club or to a special meet- 
ing of the Club; and the President’ may call a special meeting to 
puss on such appeal at the request of the offending member if such 
request is made within thirty days from the date of the Board's 
action. 

If at the meeting of the Club the action of the Board shall not be 
sustained by a majority vote of those present and voting, the mem- 
bez shall be restored to his membership upon payment of dues from 
the date of his expulsion, and any other indebtedness due the Club. 
Voting at such meeting shall be by written ballot. 


SEcTION III 

Upon termination of the membership of a regular member for 
failure to pay indebtedness or by expulsion, the Board shal] at once 
determine the value of the member’s certificate and shall thereupon 
effect a sale thereof to an applicant for regular membership as in 
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the case of the transfer of a membership certificate of a resigned 
member. Upon such sale, after deducting all indebtedness due the 
Club and the transfer fee provided for by the By-Laws, the proceeds 
shall be paid over to the former holder of the certificate. No sale 
thereof, however, to be made until after 350 membership certifi- 
cates are outstanding and valid. 


SECTION IV 


The Board of Directors shall have the power by affirmative vote 
of six directors to suspend for a period of thirty days or less, any 
member who has been guilty of any conduct prejudicial to the 
haimony, welfare, or good order of the Club, or which is in viola- 
tion of its By-Laws or rules. 


No member shall be thus suspended without opportunity to be 
heard. The question of suspending a member may be considered at 
any regular or special meeting of the Board, and five days’ notice 
to the offending member of the time and place of the meeting shall 
be given by mail. 


ARTICLE VIII 
COMMITTEES 


SEcTION I — Classification 
There shall be five or more standing committees, consisting of: 
House Committee 
Greens and Cart Committee 
Finance Committee 
Handicap Committee 
Caddy Committee 
and such other committees as the directors may from time to time 
establish. 
Each committee shall consist of three or more members to be 
appointed by the President to hold office at his pleasure. 


SECTION II — House Committee 


The house committee, subject to the approval of the directors, 
shall have the following powers: to have charge of the Club 
House and all structures connected therewith, including pontoons 
and other structures on the lake. It is empowered to make any 
necessary purchase for ordinary operating expenses; to regulate the 
price for which all articles shall be sold in the Club House; to 
make rates for the Ballroom and other special features of the Club; 
to receive and consider complaints; to engage and discharge all 
servants employed in the Club House and buildings belonging to

the Club, and to have general supervision over the same; and to 
adopt rules for the government of the house. 


SECTION III — Greens Committee 


The greens committee subject to the approval of the directors, 
shall have the following powers: to control the links and _ all 
grounds of the Club and to see that they are kept in proper con- 
dition. It shall superintend improvements and alterations of the 
links; engage and discharge servants employed thereon; establish 
the boundaries of the links, and make such local rules as are not 
inconsistent with the rulings of the U. S. G. Association; shall be 
the arbiters of any controversy that may arise concerning these rules, 
and its decision shall be final; and shall govern the use of power 
propelled carts. 


SECTION IV — Handicap Committee 


The Handicap Committee subject to approval of the directozs, 
shall have the following powers: to have charge of all tourna- 
ments that may take place on the grounds and shall determine all 
handicaps. The Handicap Committee shall also appoint, subject to 
the approval of the Board of Directors, a Men’s Captain and a 
Women’s Captain, whose duties shall be to select their respective 
teams to represent the Club in all matches, and shall have charge of 
all arrangements pertaining to these matches. 


SECTION V — Finance Committee 


The Finance Committee shall have supervisory control of all 
fiscal matters. It shall be their duty to prepare as early as practicable 
in the fiscal year for which they are appointed, a budget to govern 
the control of expenditures during the year for the acceptance or 
rejection of the Board. 


SECTION VI — Caddy Committee 

The Caddy Committee subject to the approval of the Board of 
Directors, shall have supervisory control over the hiring, manage- 
ment, compensation, and regulation of caddies; and in cooperation 
with the Greens Committee shall supervise the work of the Caddy 
Master or of any assistant, professional or instructor who may he 
placed in charge of the caddies. 


ARTICLE IX 


SFCTION I — Visitors 

Any person may, on the invitation of a member of the Club, 
upon securing a privilege card, have the use of the links upon pay- 
ment of regulation greens fees. 
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The greens fee to be paid shall be fxed by the Greens Committee, 
subject to the approval of the Board of Directors. 


SECTION II 

The House Committee shall also have discretionary power on its 
own motion, or by request of any member, to grant cards of invita- 
tion to non-residents, for such periods, not exceeding ten days, and 
at such times as they may deem proper. Such invitee to have the 
privileges of the Club house and grounds. If golf links used, greens 
fee must be paid before used. 


SECTION III 
Any member introducing a guest as aforesaid shall be responsible 
for the payment of any indebtedness to the Club contracted by him. 


SECTION IV 

The Board of Directors shall have the right at such time and 
times and for such periods as they may, in their judgment, deem 
advisable, not exceeding ten days, to open the Club House and 
grounds and golf links, or either thereof, to the general public, or 
for a special purpose or organization, with or without fee or charge, 
and may also in its discretion, allow the use of the Club House 
and grounds, or either thereof, for the holding of tournaments by 
other like associations, and on such terms and conditions deemed 
advisable, not, however, to the exclusion of the members from the 
Club House or grounds. 


ARTICLE, X. 

The annual meeting of the Club shall be held at the hour of 7:30 
o'clock p.m., of the evening of the second Thursday in December 
of each year hereafter, at the Club House or upon ten days’ written 
notice to each member, at another location in Clatsop County, 
Oregon, as the Board of Directors may designate. Fifteen qualified 
active members in good standing shall constitute a quorum for the 
transaction of any business, and qualified members only shall have 
the right to vote. The order of business shall be as follows: 


Reading of minutes of last annual meeting. 
Secretary and Treasurer's report. 
President's report. 

Amendment to By-Laws. 

Miscellaneous business. 

Election of officers.

SECTION I — Special Meeting 


_A special meeting may be called by the President at any time in 
his discretion, also by the Board of Directors: also, may be called 
on the written request of any fifteen qualified mmebers in good 
standing. Notice of a special meeting, stating the object of such 
meeting, shall be given by the Secretary by posting same on the 
bulletin board of the Club House ten days prior to the day on which 
said meeting is to be held. At such special meeting no business shall 
be transacted other than that mentioned in the call. Fifteen regular 
members in good standing shall constitute a quorum, and only 
regular active members in good standing shall have the right to 
vote. If the Secretary shall, within five days after request, fail to 
give notice of or call such meeting, then such meeting may be called 
and noticed by the fifteen members making the request, or by the 
President, or any person by order of the Board. 


ARTICLE XII 


SECTION I — Nomination of Officers 

The Board of Directors shall, at least thirty (30) days prior to 
the date of the annual meeting, elect by ballot a nominating com- 
mittee of five qualified members, who shall be qualified members of 
the Club in good standing. The nominating committee shall elect 
its own chairman and shall have power to fill vacancies in its own 
body. The nominating committee shall nominate five or more regular 
members as candidates for directors, and shall, not later than 15 
days prior to the date of the annual meeting, post on the bulletin 
board of the Club the names of the five or more candidates so 
nominated by it. Any five qualified members of the Club may nomi- 
nate five or less candidates for directors by posting, over their sig- 
natures, the names of such candidates on the Club bulletin board at 
least ten days prior to the annual meeting. No other names, except 
those posted on the bulletin board as herein provided shall be pre- 
sented for election. 


SECTION II 

Voting for directors at the annual meeting of the Club shall be 
by ballot cast in person. The Secretary shall provide ballots on which 
shall be arranged in alphabetical order, without designation of the 
manner of nomination, the names of all candidates nominated and 
posted, as provided in Section I of this Article. If more than five 
candidates be nominated, voters shall place a cross opposite the 
names of the candidates voted for. The vote shall be counted by 
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three tellers appointed by the officer presiding at the annual meet- 
ing and the three candidates receiving the highest vote shall be 
declared elected. 


ARTICLE XIII 


SrecTION I — Auditing Bills 


All bills against the Club shall be approved by any two of the 
elected officers, before payment by the Treasurer.

SECTION I — Removal from Office 

The Board of Directors may remove from office, on good cause 
shown, by a majority vote of its members present at any regular 
meeting of the said Board, or at a special meeting called for that 
purpose, any officer, or director, except the President of the Club. 


SECTION II 


The Club may remove any officer thereof from office, on good 
czuse shown, by a majority vote of the regular members of the Club 
present at a special meeting called for that purpose. 


ARTICLE XV 


SECTION I — Notice to Members 

Each member shall furnish the Secretary with the address to 
which he desires all notices to be sent; and any notice sent to any 
member for any purpose under these By-Laws, if mailed to the 
address thus furnished the Secretary shall be sufficient notice for all 
purposes under these By-Laws. 


ARTICLE XVI 


The seal of the Club shall bear the inscription, “ASTORIA 
GOLF AND COUNTRY CLUB, Corporate Seal, State of Oregon.”
